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1. RE REETEL, EERNANDO WISHES PURSUE INTERVIEW WITH BROWN 
IN NEXT 10 DAYS. DEP DIR DESIGNATE BRICHAMBEAU (NOT ROCHAM- 
BEAU AS PREVIOUSLY REPORTED) COULD BE IN WASHINGTON NEXT WEEK 
(C/0 VERAART IN IBRD) AND WILL CONTACT BROWN OR CARROLL. 

EERNANDO STATED HE WOULD AGAIN REVIEW SHERK APPLICATION AND 
ATTEMPT ARRANGE INTERVIEW. 

2. RE EVALUATION POSITIONS. WEST STILL SITTING ON APPLICA- 
TIONS OF TURNER AND ROYSTON, BOTH OE WHOM HE CONSIDERS 
HIGHLY QUALIFIED, WITH AN INCLINATION TOWARD WHAT HE CON- 
SIDERS ROYSTON'S GREATER DYNAMISM. HE HESITATED, HOWEVER, 

TO MOVE AHEAD IN DG’S ABSENCE IN VIEW LIKELY DG SENSITIVITY 
TO AMERICAN IN THIS TOUCHY AREA. HE NOTED THIS MIGHT

TO GIVE HER CAREEUL CONSIDERATION AND SAID HE WOULD 
SET UP INTERVIEW WITH SAOUMA ALSO IE HE PLANNED TO 
APPOINT HER. BAKER URGED THAT WE KEEP IN TOUCH AS 
THERE MIGHT BE OTHER STRONG U.S. CANDIDATES IF FOR ANY

4. RE ADG FOR FORESTRY: KEN KING (GHANA) WILL RETIRE 

IN JUNE, ACCORDING TO CHAIRMAN US EMPLOYEES GROUP WHO 
GAVE LUNCHEON EOR BAKER OCTOBER 26 (U.S.D.A. MCGUIRE 
AWARE OE THIS POSSIBILITY). WE SHOULD HAVE GOOD CANDI- 
DATES READY EARLY TO MOVE WITH AT RIGHT TIME. (ONE NAME
